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THE BUSINESS SITUATION IN CANADA 


Despite gains in several important industries, industrial operations in 
Canada were at a slightly lower level during April than in the preceding month. 

After showing greater activity in March, the primary iron and steel and 
automobile industries operated at reduced rates in the month under review. 
The output of pig iron was 16,898 long tons compared with 17,989 tons in March, 
and the production of steel ingots and direct castings was 36,030 tons compared 
with 43,572 tons. The output of motor cars was only 6,810 compared with 
ro in March, whereas a considerable gain would normally be expected in 
April. 

Imports of crude rubber and crude petroleum, suggestive of preparations 
for operations in the tire and oil industries, failed to hold at the levels of March, 
even after adjustment for seasonal tendencies. 

The production of newsprint in April amounted to 176,660 tons compared 
with 166,758 tons in March, a gain after seasonal adjustment of more than 6 p.c. 
A favourable feature of the month’s operations was the excess of shipments over 
production. Shipments in April were 186,443 tons, the excess over production 
being 9,783 tons. Mill stocks, which had been 63,548 tons at the end of March 
were reduced to 53,904 tons at the end of April. Exports of planks and boards — 
were 42,515,000 feet compared with 77,552,000 in March, indicating a con- 
siderable decline even after seasonal adjustment. 

Imports of raw cotton and wool were at a much lower level in April than in 
the preceding month. 

The index of manufacturing in April was 118-0 compared with 123-3 in the 
preceding month. 

The value of construction contracts awarded, limited to $10,113,000 in 
April, was lower than in any month during the first quarter, whereas contracts 
in April are normally more than double the totals for each of the earlier months 
of the year. Building permits in 61 cities amounted to $4,237,000 during 
April, a decline of 17 p.c. after seasonal adjustment. 

Mineral production in April was featured by the excellent showing made 
by the gold mines. Receipts of gold at the Mint during the month reached a 
new high total of 260,353 fine ounces valued at $5,381,984. The corresponding 
receipts in March were 198,332 ounces valued at $4,099,892. Notable gains 
were shown by the Porcupine and Kirkland Lake districts, which shipped 92,910 
ounces and 98,216 ounces, respectively. Shipments of silver and base metals 
showed gains in April after seasonal adjustment, exports of nickel amounting to 
2,428,200 pounds. 

The decline in the value of exports of merchandise was less than normal for 
the season, the total at $27,455,000 showing a gain of nearly 15 p.c. after the 
elimination of the seasonal factor. The outstanding feature of the trade of 
Canada in the month of April was the large increase in exports to Great Britain, 
the gain being from $6,185,000 in April, 1931, to $7,276,000 in April last. 

The freight movement showed a moderate gain in April, after seasonal 
adjustment, loadings of 180,177 cars showing a gain of more than 5 p.c. 

Stock markets were reactionary in April, the official index of 130 common 
stocks reaching a new low in the present movement at 54:0 compared with 64-1 
in March. Wholesale prices averaged lower, the index of 502 commodities 
being 68-4 compared with 69-1.

MONTHLY REVIEW OF BUSINESS STATISTICS 5 
Economic Changes 


The marked decline in common stock prices during April reflected the 
further removal of the minimum price regulations of the exchanges, as well as 
the reactionary influence of the New York stock exchange. The index of com- 
mon stocks was 54-0 in April compared with 64-1 in the preceding month. 
According to the compilation used in connection with the chart appearing on 
page 4, the index of common stocks was7-8 times the standard deviation below 
the line of long-term trend compared with 6-97 times in March. 

After smoothing by taking the three months moving average, the index of 
industrial production was well maintained during the first quarter. The low 
level of operations in the construction industry tends to depress the index in the 
last two months. The rise in the price of government bonds, which had been in 
progress for two months, showed a moderate recession in April. The index of 
jong-term interest rates consequently moved up moderately subsequent to 
;mportant decline in February and March. 


Relation of Industrial Production to Other Factors 


A chart is presented on page 10 showing the relation of industrial production 
to six other significant factors from the beginning of 1926 to the present time. 
The index of industrial production is repeated in the six sections for the purpose 
of showing more effectively the correlation with the other factors. The index 
of employment is not subject to such wide fluctuation as the index of industrial 
production, not rising so high in 1929 nor falling so low as industrial production 
during the last two years. . 

Wholesale prices were comparatively stable from 1926 to 1929, the aggregate 
recession being very moderate. This movement was contrary to historical 
precedent, as in most periods of the past there has been direct correlation between 
wholesale prices and industrial production. During 1930 and 1931 the down- 
ward trends of the two factors have been roughly parallel. 

The index of common stock prices is subject to greater fluctuation than any 
other factor shown in this connection. The peak of the long cycle pictured here 
was reached in September, 1929. Since that month, the decline has been more 
drastic than in any other period of similar duration in Canadian history. 

The month-to-month fluctuation of bank debits is pronounced, but an 
obviously close correlation is shown with industrial production. 

The maximum of notice deposits was reached in 1928 and the fluctuation 
since that time has been relatively moderate. 

Long-term interest rates, as determined by the yield on government bonds, 
showed a rise in the latter part of 1931, constituting one of the factors leading 
to the prolongation of the depression. 


Wheat Situation 


The volume of wheat moving in international trade continues at a very 
high level. World shipments of wheat and wheat flour from August 1, 1931 to 
May 14, 1932, amounted to 640 million bushels, compared with 625 bushels for 
the same period in 1930-31. During the past five weeks there has been a decided 
improvement in the movement of wheat from Canada and the United States, 
over 93 million bushels being cleared during the week ending May 14. To date, 
in the present crop year, North American shipments have amounted to 260 
million bushels, compared with 269 million bushels for the same period in 1930-31. 
The movement of wheat from the southern hemisphere has been moderately 
heavy during the past month, but signs are evident of a slackening in clearances 
from this source. During the past four weeks, there have been no shipments 
from Russia, and to date, in the present crop year, Russia has shipped 71 million 
bushels, compared with 89 million bushels for the same period in 1930-31. 

77 Mr. Broomhall estimates world wheat import requirements for 1931-32 at 


6 million bushels. With world shipments of 640 million bushels already

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reported, there remains 136 million bushels still to come forward from exporting 
countries to fulfil Mr. Broomhall’s estimate. During the first forty-one weeks 
of the present crop year, world shipments have averaged 15-6 million bushels 
per week, while average weekly shipments of 12-4 million bushels for the 
remaining eleven weeks will fulfil the foregoing estimate. It is apparent from 
these figures that world trade in wheat during 1931-32 will exceed the amount 
mentioned by Mr. Broomhall, and will likely exceed the total of 1930-31. 

The most important development of recent months has undoubtedly been 
the progress so far of the United States winter wheat crop. The official govern- 
ment estimate of May 10 indicated a probable production of 441 million bushels 
of winter wheat in the United States, as compared with the production of 787 
million bushels in 1931. This striking reduction in out-turn, even if the spring 
wheat crop in the United States is of average volume, leads to the belief that 
during 1932-33, the United States will be on a domestic basis as far as current 
production is concerned and the only wheat available for export during the coming 
crop year will be stocks that have been accumulated in recent years. 

Reports from Russia have indicated marked difficulty on the part of the 
Soviet Government in gathering sufficient seed to plant their entire cereal 
acreage. In addition, the season has been rather backward and the acreage 
sown to spring wheat is somewhat smaller than the acreage under crop at the 
same time last year. Final statistics of the acreage under crop this year will 
not be available for some weeks yet. 


Wholesale Prices 

The index of wholesale prices in Canada showed a decline of seven-tenths 
of one per cent in April from the preceding month, the average being 68-4 
compared with 69-1. Vegetable products showed a definite gain, while iron 
and its products were up slightly and chemicals were fully maintained. 

Declines continued to dominate world-wide indexes of wholesale prices in 
March, but losses tended to be slightly less than in February. Indexes for several 
European countries were above their levels of a year ago. Official indexes for 
Great Britain and the United States were fractionally lower in March than in 
the preceding month. The index for Germany was unchanged, while an 
advance was recorded in France. 

Reverting to the situation in Canada, the decline was fairly general among 
the more important commodities. Wheat averaged lower, while oats showed a 
gain. Flour at Toronto was slightly lower, improvement occurring in the eastern 
export business. The arrival of heavy shipments of duty-free sugar was the 
occasion of a further decline in raw sugar in New York, and granulated at 
Montreal reacted in sympathy. Plantation rubber touched a new low level in 
the second week of April. While British stocks were being reduced, consumption 
in the United States was below normal for the season. 

The decline in textile raw materials continued in April. The price of raw 
cotton receded, despite the reduction in the world’s visible supplies from 8,882,000 
bales to 2,216,000. Declines in raw silk were attributed chiefly to unsettled 
Eastern conditions. 

Prices in the iron and steel group were firm but non-ferrous metals were 
unusually weak. It is reported that sales of copper were made at 53 cents per 
pound, an all time record low price for the metal. Lead, tin and spelter were lower. 

A chart showing the trend of wholesale prices by groups is presented on page 15. 


Banking 

Current loans showed a gain in March, but the increase was of a seasonal 
nature. The aggregate of eight accounts regarded as readily available assets 
showed a moderate gain, an increase being shown in the holdings of government 
bonds. The total assets of the banks showed a gain of $13,482,000 during the 
month. 

Demand deposits recorded a seasonal gain, while notice deposits declined 
moderately. 
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Currency 


The total issue of Dominion notes at the end of April was $152,874,000, 
showing a decline of $4,500,000 during the month. The gold held by the Finance 
Department, including the amount in excess of statutory requirements, was 
$63,900,000, recording a slight gain. Advances of Dominion notes to the banks 
under the Finance Act were $27,500,000 compared with $32,000,000 at the end 
of March, a decline of $4,500,000. 


Speculative Prices 


The stock market displayed a reactionary trend during April, common 
stocks declining to a new low point in the present movement. The official index 
for 130 stocks was 54-0 compared with 64-1 in March and all groups in the 
classification shared in the reaction. The decline in the index of 96 industrials 
was 18-6 p.c., while utilities reacted 18-2 p.c. The index of 22 preferred stocks 
with 1926 as the base equalling 100 was 55-8 compared with 59-6 in March. 

Owing to the necessity of adding new stocks from time to time as they are 
listed on the exchanges, the link method was adopted for the construction of the 
investors’ index of common stocks. The aggregate for any month is computed 
by taking the sums of the products of the average prices for each stock by the 
number of shares outstanding. This aggregate is expressed as a percentage of the 
aggregate of the preceding month, and this percentage is used by multiplication 
to determine the trend of the index on the base of 1926. 


Conditions in the United Kingdom 

On the whole, business conditions in the United Kingdom show an improve- 
ment, and there is some return of confidence. “Unemployment”, says the 
London and Cambridge Economic Service, ‘‘has decreased in general about as 
much as is expected in a normal year at the end of the winter, and more than 
usual in textile and other industries where many women are employed. The index 
of production for the quarter shows some increase, in spite of depression in ship- 
building, coal and some other industries, and is 7 per cent higher than a year ago.” 

The new capital issues in the United Kingdom, as compiled by the Midland 
Bank, total £45,007,777 for the first four months of 1932 as compared with 
£47,072,709 in the corresponding period of 1931. While the issues in the first 
three months of 1932 were very much lower than in 1931, new issues in April 
1982 were £18,013,115 as compared with £1,687,195 in the same month of 1931. 
These figures are exclusive of Government short-term financing and other short- 
term issues, and are indicative of improvement in the business situation and 
returning confidence. 

British trade in April showed an unusually small excess of imports over 
exports. Imports were £53,227,000, exports including re-exports £39,423,000, 
the excess of commodity imports being therefore £13,804,000 as compared with 
£30,949,000 in the same month of 1931, when imports were £70,020,000 as 
compared with total exports of £39,071,000. 


Conditions in the United States 

The decline in industrial operations in the United States during April was 
greater than normal for the season and many lines of enterprise are at extremely 
low levels. Pig iron production declined sharply in April after adjustment for 
seasonal tendencies reaching a level below that of any month in the 1921 depres- 
sion. The rate of steel output showed some improvement in the last three 
weeks of April owing to orders from the automobile industry. Sales of copper 
for export were the smallest for any month in recent years. 

Purchases of government bonds in the open market by the Federal Reserve 
banks, which after March 1 had been at the rate of about $25,000,000 per week, 
Were speeded up commencing with April 13 to $100,000,000 per week. Call 
honey has recently been at 2} p.c., while the rate on prime 4-6 months com- 
mercial paper receded to 33 p.c.

STATISTIQUE COURANTE DES AFFAIRES DU CANADA 


Malgré les progrés de plusieurs industries importantes les opérations 
industrielles au Canada ont été sur un niveau légérement plus bas en avril que 
le mois précédent. 

Aprés une avance considérable en mars les industries primaires du fer et de 
Yacier et celles des automobiles ont ralenti au cours du mois sous revue. 
La production de fonte a été a 16,898 tonnes comparativement 4 17,989 tonnes 
en mars et la production d’acier en loupes et en coulages directs de 36,030 tonnes 
comparativement 4 43,572 tonnes.

+ La production minérale de mars se distingue par les beaux résultats des 
Mines d’or. Les arrivages d’or A la Monnaie au cours du mois atteignent le 
fort total de 260,353 onces, valant $5,381,984. Les arrivages correspondants 
& mars étaient de 198,332 onces, valant $4,099,892. Les districts de Porcupine 
de Kirkland Lake donnent des gains considérables et ont expédié respective- 
lent 92,910 onces et 98,216 onces.

Changements économiques 

Le rapide déclin des titres d’action ordinaire en avril refléte une plus ample 
abrogation des réglements de bourse prescrivant un prix minimum sur certains 
titres, ainsi que |’influence réactionnaire de la bourse de New York. L’indice 
des actions ordinaires était 4 54-0 en avril comparativement 4 64-1 en mars, 
D’aprés la compilation servant 4 la préparation du graphique paraissant & la 
page 4 l’indice des actions ordinaires était 4 7-8 fois la déviation stardardisée 
au-dessous de la ligne des tendances 4 long terme comparativement 46-97 en mars, 

Aprés adoucissement au moyen d’une moyenne mobile trimestrielle |’indice 
de la production industrielle s’est bien maintenu pendant le premier trimestre. 
Le bas niveau des opérations dans |’industrie du bAtiment tend 4 déprimer 
Vindice des deux premiers mois. La hausse des obligations du gouvernement 
en ces deux derniers mois se change en une récession modérée en avril. L’indice 
du loyer de l’argent 4 long terme s’est donc relevé un peu aprés son fort déclin 
en février et mars. 

Relation entre la production industrielle et les autres facteurs 

Le graphique de la page 10 montre la relation entre la production industrielle 
et six autres facteurs significatifs depuis le commencement de 1926 jusqu’a date. 
L’indice de la production industrielle est reflété dans chacune des six sections 
afin de montrer plus clairement sa corrélation avec les autres facteurs. L’indice 
de l’emploiement ne subit pas d’aussi larges fluctuations que l’indice de la 
production industrielle, ne s’élevant pas aussi haut en 1929 et ne tombant pas 
aussi bas que la production industrielle pendant les deux derniéres années. 

Les prix de gros ont été comparativement stables de 1926 4 1929, la récession 
dans son ensemble étant trés modérée. Ce mouvement a été contraire a |’histo- 
rique précédent, car dans la plupart des périodes passées il y a eu corréla- 
tion directe entre les prix de gros et la production industrielle. En 1930 et 
1931 la tendance A la baisse des deux facteurs a été & peu prés paralléle. 

L’indice des actions ordinaires subit une plus grande fluctuation que tout 
autre facteur montré dans ce tableau. La cime du long cycle décrit a été 
atteinte en septembre 1929. Depuis lors le déclin a été plus rapide qu’en toute 
autre période d’égale durée dans l’histoire du Canada. 

La fluctuation de mois 4 mois des débits des banques est trés prononcée 
mais en étroite corrélation avec la production industrielle. 

Le maximum des dépéts 4 terme a été touché en 1928 et depuis la fluctuation 
a été relativement modérée. Le loyer de l’argent 4 long terme, tel que déterminé 
par le rendement des obligations du gouvernement, montre une hausse dans 
la derniére partie de 1931 constituant un des facteurs qui provoque la prolonga- 
tion de la dépression. 

La situation du blé 

Le volume de blé en mouvement vers les marchés internationaux se tient 
& trés haut niveau. Les expéditions mondiales de blé et de farine de blé depuis 
le ler aofit 1931 au 14 mai 1932 s’élévent 4 640 millions de boisseaux compara- 
tivement 4 625 millions de boisseaux dans la méme période de 1930-31. Au 
cours des cinq derniéres semaines il y a eu amélioration prononcée dans le 
mouvement du blé du Canada et des Etats-Unis, plus de 93 millions de boisseaux 
étant expédiés la semaine terminée le 14 mai. Jusqu’dé date, dans la présente 
campagne, les expéditions de l’Amérique du Nord donnent 260 millions de 
boisseaux comparativement 4 269 millions de boisseaux pendant la méme 
période en 1930-31. Le mouvement du blé de |’hémisphére méridional a été 
modérément lourd au cours du mois dernier mais il y a des signes évidents de 
ralentissement dans les activités de cetté région. Il n’y a pas eu d’expéditions 
de Russie au cours des quatre semaines derniéres et jusqu’aé date dans la présente 
campagne la Russie a expédié 71 millions de boisseaux comparativement 4 
89 millions de boisseaux pendant la méme période de 1930-31. 
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M. Broomhall estime que les besoins d’importation pour 1931-32 sont de 
776 millions de boisseaux. Les expéditions ayant déja atteint 640 millions de 
boisseaux il reste encore 136 millions de boisseaux 4 déplacer pour égaler cette 
estimation. Dans les quarante-une premiéres semaines de la présente campagne 
les expéditions mondiales ont atteint en moyenne de 15-6 millions de boisseaux 
par semaine et, par conséquent, il faudrait des expéditions hebdomadaires 
de 12-4 millions de boisseaux pour égaler l’estimation qui précéde. Il semble 
par ces chiffres que le commerce mondial de blé en 1931-32 dépasse le volume 
mentionné par M. Broomhall et qu’il doive excéder le total de 1930-31. 

Le développement le plus important des mois récents est sans aucun doute 
les progrés de la récolte de blé d’hiver des Etats-Unis. L’estimation officielle 
du gouvernement en date du 10 mai indique une production probable de 441 
millions de boisseaux de blé d’hiver aux Etats-Unis comparativement 4 
787 millions de boisseaux en 1931. Cette frappante réduction, méme si la 
récolte de blé de printemps est de volume ordinaire, porte 4 croire qu’en 1932-33 
le Etats-Unis seront sur une base domestique en autant qu’est concernée la 
production et que le seul blé disponible pour exportation au cours de la prochaine 
campagne devra se composer des stocks accumulés en ces derniéres années. 

Des rapports de Russie montrent que le gouvernement soviétique a ren- 
contré des difficultés sérieuses 4 trouver des quantités suffisantes de semence 
pour toutes les terres destinées aux céréales. De plus, la saison a été trés tardive 
et la superficie semée en blé de printemps est moins considérable que |’an dernier 
i la méme date. Les statistiques finales de la superficie consacrée aux princi- 
pales grandes cultures ne seront pas connues avant encore quelques semaines. 


Prix de gros 


L’indice des prix de gros au Canada montre un déclin de sept-dixiémes 
d’un pour cent en avril comparativement au moins précédent, la moyenne étant 
de 68-4 comparativement 4 69-1. Les produits végétaux montrent un gain 
défini tandis que le fer et ses produits ont un léger gain et que les produits chimi- 
ques ont bien maintenu leur position. 

En mars, les indices des prix mondiaux continuent 4 décliner mais la baisse 
est moins prononcée qu’en février. Les indices de plusieurs pays européens 
sont au-dessus de leur niveau de l’an dernier. Les indices officiels de la Grande- 
Bretagne et des Etats-Unis sont fractionnellement plus bas en mars que le 
mois précédent. L’indice de |’Allemagne est inchangé et celui de la France 
a avancé. 

Au Canada le déclin a été assez général dans les principales denrées. Le 
blé a été plus bas en moyenne tandis que |’avoine montre un gain. La farine 
a été un peu plus basse 4 Toronto alors qu’il y avait une légére amélioration dans 
le commerce d’exportation 4 l’est. Les arrivages de fortes cargaisons de sucre 
en franchise ont provoqué un autre déclin du sucre brut &4 New York et le sucre 
granulé & Montréal a réagi en sympathie. Le caoutchouc des plantations 
a touché un nouveau bas la deuxiéme semaine d’avril. Les stocks étaient 
diminués en Angleterre mais aux Etats-Unis la consommation était inférieure 
4 la normale de la saison. 

Le déclin dans les matiéres premiéres textiles s’est continué en avril. Le 
coton brut a reculé malgré la réduction des approvisionnements mondiaux 
visibles de 8,882,000 balles 4 8,216,000 balles. Le recul de la soie grége est 
attribué principalement 4 l’incertitude de la situation en Orient. 


Numéraire 


Les billets du Dominion en circulation 4 la fin d’avril, au_chiffre de 
$152,874,000, montrent un déclin de $4,500,000 au cours du mois. L’or détenu 
par le département des Finances, y compris le montant dépassant les exigences 
statutaires, donnait $63,900,000, ce qui est une légére augmentation. Les 
avances aux banques en billets du Dominion, en vertu de la Loi de Fiannce, 
atteignent le chiffre de $27,500,000 comparativement 4 $32,000,000 4 la fin de 
mars, un déclin de $4,500,000. 
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Valeurs spéculatives 

Le marché des valeurs mobiliéres. a été réactionnaire en avril, les actions 
ordinaires touchant un nouveau fond dans le présent mouvement. L’indice 
officiel de 130 titres était 4 54-0 comparativement 4 64-1 en mars, tous les 
groupes de la classification participant 4 la réaction. Le déclin de |’indice de 
96 titres industriels a été de 18-6 p.c. et les utilités publiques ont reculé de 18-2 
p.c. L’indice de 22 titres d’action privilégiée, en prenant 1926 comme base ou 
‘100, a marqué 55-8 comparativement 4 59-6 en mars. 

Vu la nécessité d’introduire de temps 4 autre de nouveaux titres 4 mesure 
‘qu'il s’en inscrit 4 la bourse, la méthode de chaine a été adoptée dans la construe- 
tion de l’indice des titres ordinaires de |’épargnant. La somme de chaque 
mois est calculée en prenant la somme des produits des prix moyens de chaque 
titre multipliée par le nombre d’actions émises. Le total est exprimé en un pour. 
centage de la somme globale du mois précédent et ce pourcentage sert par la 
multiplication 4 déterminer la hausse ou la baisse de |’indice sur base de 1926. 


La situation au Royaume-Uni 

Dans |’ensemble, la situation mondiale au Royaume-Uni montre une amé- 
lioration et il y a un certain retour de confiance. Le “chémage’’ dit le ““London 
and Cambridge Economic Service’’ a diminué autant que l’on pouvait s’y attendre 
dans une année normale & la fin de l’hiver et plus que d’ordinaire dans les indus- 
tries textiles et autres ol sont employées un grand nombre de femmes. L’ indice 
de la production montre une certaine augmentation pour le trimestre malgé 
la dépression dans la construction navale, les charbonnages et quelques autres 
industries et est de 7 p.c. plus élevé que |’an dernier. 

Les nouvelles émissions de capital dans le Royaume-Uni, telles que compilées 
par la Midland Bank, donnent £45,007,777 pour les quatre premiers mois de 
1932, comparativement 4 £47,072,709 pendant la période correspondante de 
1931. Bien que les émissions des trois premiers mois de 1932 aient été beaucoup 
plus basses qu’en 1931 les nouvelle émissions d’avril 1932 s’élévent 4 £18,013,115 
comparativement 4 £1,687,195 en avril 1931. Ces chiffres ne comprennent pas 
les émissions du gouvernement et quelques autres émissions 4 courte échéanee, 
et ils sont des signes d’amélioration de la situation commerciale et de retour 
& la confiance. 

Le commerce anglais d’avril montre un excédent anormalement faible 
des importations sur les exportations. Les importations sont au chiffre de 
£53,227,000 et les exportations, y compris les réexportations £39,423,000, 
l’excédent des importations de denrées est donc de £13,804,000 comparativement 
& £30,949,000 le méme mois de 1931 alors que les importations étaient 4 








£70,020,000 comparativement 4 des exportations de £59,071,000. 


La situation aux Etats-Unis 

Le ralentissement des opérations industrielles en avril a dépassé la normale 
de la saison et plusieurs industries sont 4 un niveau d’activité extrémement bas. 
La production de fonte a diminué avec violence en avril aprés ajustement pou 
tendance saisonniére, atteignant un niveau inférieur 4 ceux de tout mois depuis 
la dépression de 1921. La production d’acier montre une certaine amélioration 
dans les trois derniéres semaines d’avril provenant des commandes de |’industrie 
automobile. Les ventes de cuivre pour exportation ont été les plus faibles pow 
tout mois en ces derniéres années. ; 

Les achats d’obligations du gouvernement sur le marché par les banques 
de la Réserve Fédérale qui, aprés le ler mars, atteignaient le chiffre 
$25,000,000 par semaine ont été accélérés depuis le 13 avril jusqu’A $100,000,00 
par semaine. L’argent a été récemment A 2} p.c. et le taux d’escompte de 
meilleurs effets commerciaux 4 4-6 mois a baissé jusqu’é 3} p.c.
